The other column blocked the highway connecting TJiteureup 
with TJibinbng, This column was driven off by a chief constable and 8 men. 
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10. On 19 January the TII 4 Battalion turned the rubber refinery on the Pasir Maung 
Estate near Gunung Hambalang, 6 km E of Nenggewer on the DJakarta-Bogor highway.
